The new federal law provides 
a permanent unemployment in­ 
surance program f«n tti Ar/tncd 
Forces similar to the program 
for federal civilian employees 
and workers in busyness and in­ 
dustry who are covered by state 
unemployment insurance laws. 
Military pay will become 
"wages" within the meaning of 
the California Unemployment 
Insurance Code just, as if they 
had benn earned in covered ci­ 
vilian employment, and unem­ 
ployment insurance benefits will
